WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(UP) 
Senator Carter Glass, Democrat, 
Virginia, who left a sick bed in 
1932 to campaign for President 
Roosevelt and now is one of his 
bitterest foes, charged tonight that 
his former friend is seeking to use 
his appointive power to “purge” 
him and his anti-New Deal col- 
league, Senator Harry F. Byrd. 

The attempted “purge” has pro- 
gressed so far, Glass said in a 
lengthy statement, that Mr. Roose- 
velt wrote him a letter in connec- 
tion with a dispute over a federal 
judgeship in Virginia in which he 
reserved the right to consult with 
“Nancy Astor, the Duchess of 
Windsor, the WPA, a Virginia 
moonshiner, Governor James B. 
Price or Charlie McCarthy,” about 
their choices for the post. 

“I cheerfully absolve Charlie 
McCarthy from giving the advice 
designed to discredit the Virginia 
senators, and the record shows 
that none of the persons named 
was consulted except Price,” the 
statement said. 

Direct Reply to F. D. R. 

It was intended as a direct re- 
ply to the letter sent by the chief 
executive yesterday to Floyd H. 
Roberts, of Bristol, Va., who was 
rejected by the senate, 72 to 9, 
when Glass and Byrd invoked the 
rule of senatorial courtesy. They 
did this, without questioning Rob- 
erts’ qualifications, on the conten- 
tion that Roberts was taking part 
in a “conspiracy” to give Gover- 
nor Price veto power over future 
federal nominations by the two 
senators. 

The President contended that 
the privilege of invoking senato- 
rial “courtesy” is not in the Con- 
stitution. Glass retorted that con- 
stitutional debates show that the 
writers of the document intended 
it to be perpetual. Invocation of 
the rule places control over the 
appointive power in the hands of 
one or two senators who raise the 
cry “personally. objectionable.” 
according to the President, and he 
said the right to confirm or re- 
ject a nomination lies with the 
entire senate, not a few individ- 
uals. 

Right of Veto. 

“Ninety-six senators have the 
right of veto over presidential 
nominations in specific cases and 
on Monday, 72 of them against 
nine in the contrary exercised 
their rights,” Glass retorted. 

Byrd will make a statement to- 
morrow. Glass said he would take 
the ‘floor “if anyone else does on 
this thing.” The 8l-year-old Vir- 
ginian sat hunched in his desk 
chair tonight as he received news- 
papermen to deliver the statement 
over which he and Byrd had 
worked for more than six hours. 
Glass wields a vitriolic pen. He ap- 
peared, however, to have pulled 
his punches in order to safeguard 
Byrd, who comes up for re-elec- 
tion in 1940, 

The Roosevelt letter and the 
Glass reply are symbols of the 
furious struggle between conserv- 
ative Democrats and New Dealers 
to control the 1940 national con- 
vention. Glass said this was the 
situation when he said in his 
statement that “This is no fight 
for patronage.” 

“I don’t care a tinker’s dam for 
patronage” he said. “I do not re- 
call that I ever met Judge A. C. 
Buchanan (one of two recom-

[OLD ADAM AND EVE SCANDAL |

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Feb. 8.—(?P) 
Members of an Ohio “legislative 
committee. argued today over 
whether a bill-to forbid nudism 
would encroach on American lib- 


Contending that the measure 
would make surgery, medical ex- 


aminations and nude art posing il- 
legal, Representative Harry 
Dworkin declared, “It. is fraught 
with serious dangers to our fun- 
damental liberties.” 

Dworkin said he was no cham- 
pion of nudism as such, and had 
never seen a nudist camp, but 
still didn’t like the bill. 

“You can’t legislate morality 
into people,” he added. “Besides, 
is there any evidence that nudism 
leads to immorality?” 

Representative Lawrence F. 
Kellar, the bill’s author, argued 
nudist camps were a “nuisance.” 

The measure bars nudism “in 
the presence of two or more per- 
sons of the opposite sex.” Kellar 
said it was patterned after a New 
York statute except for deletion 
of a phrase “similarly exposed” 
relating to the “opposite sex.” 

“They got around the law in 
New York,” Kellar said, “by hav- 
ing the women wear a few clothes 
one day ahd the men the next.” 

He agreed to attempt writing 
an amendment to meet Dworkin’s 
objections concerning art studies 
and physical examinations at

CURTAILED IN HOUSE 


$1,883,809,709 Appropriat- 
ed To Operate 40 Inde- 
pendent Agencies. 


_ WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(2)— 
After voting to curtail the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority’s dam 
construction program, the house 
passed an appropriation bill today 
carrying $1,883,809,709 to operate 
40 independent governmental 
agencies in the year starting 
Julv 1. 

The slap at TVA came when an 
amendment was adopted to reduce 
the authority's appropriation from 
$39,000,000 to $21,797,000. It would 
have the effect of stopping work 
on a dam at Gilbertsville, -Ky., 
abandoning a proposed dam proj- 
ect at Watts Bar on the Tennes- 
see river and halting investigation 
of dam sites near Coulter Shoals 
in Tennessee, The amendment was 
pperares by a teller vote of 159 
oO , 


the -National Labor Relations 
Board were the only points of real 
controversy in the measure. 

After bitter discussion of the la- 
bor board, only five members sup- 
ported an amendment to strike 
out the board’s appropriation of 
$3,039,600, while 186 favored keep- 
ing the fund intact. 

As it went to the senate, the bill 
was $16,283,670 below the amount 
recommended by the budget bu- 
reau but carried $284,758,555 more 
than was appropriated for ex- 
penses of the independent offices 
in the current fiscal year. P 

It included these major appro- 
priations: Veterans’ administration 
$561,093,000, social security board 
$350,000,000, Civilian Conservation 
Corps $295,000,000, Railroad Re-

Urges That U. S. Fix 
Minimum Returns on

Collapse of Democracy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 8—(P)— 
Senator Wheeler, Democrat, Mon- | 
tanta, predicted today that indus- | 


try and government would col- 
lapse in this country unless the 
purchasing power of millions of 
farmers was increased. 

He urged members of the sen- 
ate agriculture committee to ap- 
prove a cost-of-production farm 
bill which would empower the 
federal government to fix mini- 
mum prices on nearly 50 major 
farm products. 

“This country will not be able 
to maintain a democracy unless 


farmers get the cost of produc-'| 


tion for their products,” Wheeler 
said. 

At the agriculture committee 
hearing, some senators suggested 
it would be difficult to fix prices 
for the long list of farm products 
on millions of farms. Wheeler 
argued that the government al- 
ready had enabled labor and in- 
dustry to fix prices. 

“You have industry on a price- 
fixing basis as it is today and ag- 


riculture on a competitive basis,” | 


Wheeler said. “If agriculture is 
destroyed with its vast purchasing 
power then industry will be de- 
stroyed. 

“This is not a farm problem 
alone. It is also a social problem 
and an industrial problem. If ag- 
riculture breaks down—and it is 
going downhill—then industry will 
collapse. If that happens we may 
also bring a political collapse.” 

The Montana senator said high 
Wages paid rural labor under the 
federal relief program had work- 
ed against the farmer “because he 
can't afford to employ help.” 

He also sharply criticized acre- 
age curtailment under the present 
administration farm act. 

“If you cut down acreage it is 
bound to decrease employment,” 
he said. “That in turn reduces 
farm wages. The theory of this 
bill would increase both employ- 
ment and wages.”

GIITAN PRESIDENT 
ADDRESSES SENIORS 


U. S. Constitution Guards 
Our Democracy, Miles 
Tells Students Here. 


America’s constitution has been 
the chief factor in the success of 
this country’s democratic form of 
government, and it alone makes 
our governmental system superior 
to the Communistic or Fascist sys- 
tem, Forrest G. Miles, president of 
Civitan International, told more 
than 2,500 greater Atlanta high 
school seniors yesterday. 

Mr. Miles spoke to the seniors 
in city auditorium. His address was 
a forerunner to the annual Civitan 
Club citizenship essay contest. 

This year the contest will be 
based on, “Why does our form of 
government -provide so much 
greater liberty, freedom, and op- 
portunity for happiness than that 
of a communistic or dictator form 
of government?” 

“Our system has given us the 
advantages of both great and small 
states, without the weakness of 
either,” Mr. Miles said. 

He pointed out the defects in the 
present Italian, German and Rus- 
sian forms of government. “Fas- 
cism has abolished all personal 
and political freedom in Italy; 
Nazism has abolished the church 
and the press, and the government 
dictates all thinking in Germany; 
and Communism has gone to the 
extreme point of annihilating all 
personal initiative in Russia,” he 
declared. 

“Only in the United States is 
there complete freedom of per- 
sonal action, political thought, and 
religious worship,” he said. 

Preceding Mr. Miles, Judge Ed- 
gar Watkins, of Fulton county ju- 
venile court, read a book list for 
use in the essay contest. Chief Jus- 
tice Charles S. Reid, of the Geor- 
gia state supreme court, introduced 
Mr. Miles. Music was furnished by 
school bands. 


FQUSE GROUP URGES 
GREATER AIR CORPS 


Military Committee Calls 
for Immediate Expansion 
in Europe War Threat. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—()— 
The house military committee, rec- 
ommending immediate expansion 
of the army air corps and other 
defenses, declared tonight the in- 
créases were necessary because of 
indications that “war may come 
in Europe at an early date.” 

“When and if that unfortunate 
and regrettable situation occurs,” 
the committee said, “it will be 
imperative and essential that we 
be prepared and equipped with 
the necessary air fleet and armed 
forces to provide adequate protec- 
tion for our own shores that we 
may command respect of our 
rights at least in our own country.” 

The committee made the state- 


L. ment in réporting to the house a 


bill to give the air corps 3,032 ad- 
ditional planés, provide more than 
$23,000,000 for housing and other 
facilities in the Panama Canal 
zone and authorize an additional 
$32,500,000 for so-called “educa- 
tional orders” to train private in- 
dustry in munitions production. 

Ten Republicans and one Dem- 
ocrat on the committee signed a 
minority report which, while in- 
dorsing the program generally as 
“sound and reasonable,” warned 
that failure to limit the War De- 
partment to procurement of not 
more than 1.000 of the new planes 
in any one fiscal year would mean 
that “the entire 3,032 additional 
airplanes would be ordered this 
year under ‘frozen’ specifications.” 

“Tt is essential that our govern- 
ment keep itself in position to 
take full advantage of scientific 
research from year to year,” the 
minority said, “rather than com- 
mit itself to the production now 
under ‘frozen’ specifications of.the 
balance of the 3,032 planes in this 
authorization.” 

The lone Democrat who sided 
with the minority was Represen- 
tative Anderson, of Missouri. 

The house is expected to begin 
consideration of the legislation 
next Monday. 

Earlier the house naval com- 
mittee decided to make a person- 
al inspection of several sites in 
South Carolina, Georgia and Flor- 
ida for the major naval air base 
which the Navy Department has 
recommended be established on 
the southeastérn coast. 

In conformity with the report of 
the special Hepburn naval board, 
the department approved location 
of the base near Jacksonville, Fla., 
at an initial cost of $15,171,000. 

Because of admitted disadvan- 
tages in that location and testi- 
mony by high-ranking naval of- 
ficers that Miami would be a bet- 
ter location from a purely strate- 
gical viewpoint, the committee 
decided to see for itself. ; 

The group will visit Parris Is- 
land, S. C., and Brunswick, Ga., 
both of which have been men- 
tioned as possible sites for the 
base, and also stop at Pensacola, 
Fla., where a 50 per cent expan- 
sion of the naval aviation training

not a job. I was not seeking a man 
under my political patronage nor 
anyone undér the patronage of 
any politician. 
Desire to ‘Purge.’ 

“Tt is to be deplored from every 
point of view that he (Buchanan) 
should have been rejected by the 


appointive power merely through 
a desire to ‘purge’ the junior sen- 
ator next year, and the senior sen- 
ator of Virginia later should I live 
longer than the intriguers hope.” 

“The Virginia senators are still 
perfectly willing to accept any 
capable nominee of the President 
who is not willing to concede to 
the Governor of Virginia or a bit- 
terly hostile congressman the right 
to veto the suggestions by the sen- 
ators of men of the highest char- 
acter and capability.” 

President Roosevelt said yester- 
day in releasing the letter to Rob- 
erts, regretting that Roberts had 
been made an innocent victim of a 
political battle, that he had not 
thought about his next step in the 
case. Glass had. He said that if the 
chief executive sends up another 
nomination personally offensive to 
him, that he will carry on the 
fight. He confidently expests the 
President to do so, “if it can be 
done,” he told reporters. 

Glass said he was replying to 
the President’s letter only to brush 
away some of the “covert impli- 
cations” in it. Otherwise, he said, 
it doesn’t deserve the “slightest 
notice.” He then declared that the 
senate is able to attend to the 
President’s attack upon the time- 
honored custom of _ senatorial 
courtesy. 

The statement followed with 
another version of what transpired 
in the dispute between the Vir- 
ginia senators and the President 
over the federal judgeship. It re- 
called a Richmond, Va., newspaper 
dispatch of last March 16, which 
characterized Governor Price as 
the chief dispenser of patronage 
in Virginia in the future. 

Glass said he tried repeatedly, 
and without success, to put the 
President on record by wire and 
letter. The President’s only con- 
ciliatory move was to urge the 
Virginia solons to continue as be- 
fore and submit _ nominations.

“SPRINGING TO ARMS” 

Those unquestionably sincere and peace- 
loving individuals, both in and out of congress, 
who insist on being advised, specifically, the 
enemy against which the United States is pre- 
paring to defend herself, seemingly are beset 
with an old American fallacy. In the event of 
an attack by a foreign power, “a million men 
will spring to arms overnight.” 

Unfortunately, however, if such a contin- 
gency arose there wouldn’t be any arms to 
spring to and, even if there were, the “spring- 
ers” wouldn’t know how to use them. For this 
reason, spokesmen from the front line trenches 
of realism, London and Paris, while obviously 
pleased at the American decision to arm, are 
inclined to regard the matter more as a glance 
in the right direction than as a full length 
stride. 

Few actually comprehend the stupendous 
task which faces a non-militaristic people, such 
as the United States and Great Britain, when 
the decision to arm for possible modern war- 
fare is forced upon them. A highly efficient 
and industrialized Germany, at it for seven 
years, with a whole population regimented on a 
mass production basis for the purpose, is still 
lacking in a number of essentials. 

Some four years ago Britain was in a posi- 
tion similar to the United States today. Her 
army was a mere handful by comparison with 
continental nations. Arms were badly needed 
for “men to spring to.” And overnight seemed 
about as far off as war would ever again get 
to be. So the decision to rearm was made. But 
Britain has paid a heavy price in nervous jit- 
ters, as well as in prestige and treasure, by not 
facing the facts sooner. 

The Bren gun is an important unit of British 
equipment. It had to be manufactured on a 
large scale. In co-operation with a Czech firm 
That 
was during May, 1935. By January, 1936, 
“drawing offices” had been set up in England. 
Machine tools then had to be ordered, some 
from foreign sources. Deliveries of the gun, on 
a small scale, began in September, 1937—two 
years and four months after manufacturing 
details had been completed. Fortunately they 
were not needed sooner. 

“This,” to use the words of Sir Thomas 
Inskip, minister for co-ordination of defense, 
“is no bad achievement when I tell you the gun 
has 160 pieces, that it involves 1,800 manufac- 
turing processes for which 8,000 drawings had 
to be made. The body alone goes through 265 
different machine operations before it reaches 
completion.” And there are those who still 
talk of springing to arms overnight! 

It should be remembered, this was only one 
piece of ordnance. There have been similar 
disheartening experiences with others. All oc- 
curred at a time when the skies momentarily 
couid have been blackened with enemy planes 
and Britain’s more vulnerable allies, actual, as 
well as potential, possibly crushed before she 
was ready to throw even a fraction of her full 
strength into the fight. 

The United States knows no enemy today. 
The nation is geographically less vulnerable to 
attack than Britain. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that it can be attacked. The day has 
passed when a nation may Spring to arms over- 
night, even if she has the arms. 


Y. M. C. A. ANNIVERSARY 


The state council of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association, composed of 44 citizens, has 
rounded out its tenth year of service to the 
youth of Georgia. As an indication of the ex- 
tent to which Y. M. C. A. activities have ex- 
panded during the period, there are now 268 
units throughout the state—in cities, towns, 
colleges, industries, railroads, communities and 
high schools—functioning in 78 counties. ln 
1928, only 88 units were in operation. 

During each succeeding year the work of 
the council has grown. It has co-ordinated, 
strengthened and extended its activities and 
adjusted them to the needs of youth. It has 
helped young people to develop into dependable 
citizens. 

Among the many important “Y” activities, 
an eight-hour course on the problems of Chris- 
tian living has been offered to all high school 
boys end girls. In 1938, 14,068 pupils partici- 
pated. Ten years ago only 1,009 attended. 

Without doubt one of the most worthwhile 
activities of the Y. M. C. A. is the summer 
camps-at-home program. Its purpose is to 
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bring the camp to the community rather than 
take the camper to the country. Under this 
plan many additional boys and girls are en- 
abled. to enjoy the benefits of camp life be- 
cause of the reduced cost of transportation and 
other operating expenses. Swimming, nature 
study, handicraft, life saving, hikes, games, so- 
cials, character discussions and many other 
wholesome activities are included. Last sum- 
mer 1,231 campers enrolled in camps-at-home. 

As an advocate of clean speech, clean sports 
and clean living, the Young Men’s Christian 
Association stands unexcelled. It will con- 
tinue to expand in its field of usefulness be- 
cause it is so worthwhile, so desirable. 


AN ANNUAL EVENT! 


It has happened again along the Ohio river, 


just as it has been happening, year after year, 
throughout the nation’s history. It’s getting 
to be just another one of those things. Nobody 
seems surprised anymore. It is something to 
be expected for it comes with the regularity of 
the changing seasons. With the budding of the 
flowers in the warmer reaches of the country 
the newspapers bloom with the news. 

Thé routine is simple. The rain falls, the 
snow melts, the ice thaws and the river rises. 
The Red Cross and WPA take charge. The 
hungry are fed, the dead are buried and the 
debris cleared away. Then, the erstwhile strick- 
en people, seemingly forgetful of the past or 
because of their inability to provide homes else- 
where, move back to wait for the flowers to 
bloom again or for the politicians to make good 
or. their promises. 

This time only 30,000 people—just 10,000 
families—have, so far, been driven out. Only 
20 American citizens have been killed. Last time 
thousands more were homeless—many more 
dead. Perhaps nature is turning soft. Perhaps 
the gods of water are being kinder to the people 
this year than have some of those office-hold- 
ers, who, for 100 years and longer, have promis- 
ed to do something about this annual event. 

It isn’t exactly that nothing has been done 
or is being done. Much is said to have been ac- 
complished. It is a known fact, of course, that 
untold millions have been spent by the federal 
government, in different sections of the coun- 
try, on river projects—flood control, cheap fer- 
tilizer, cheap electricity. But life, it seems, is 
also cheap in the Ohio valley, as well as in 
many other parts of the nation, whenever there 
is an unusually heavy rain. 

A great deal more could be done about flood 
control—as a preventative of floods—and 
should be done. It’s an economic absurdity, 
as well as inhuman, for hundreds of thousands 
of good citizens to have to look forward to 
spring, year in and year out, with the expecta- 
tion of being driven out of the homes, if not 
deprived of their lives. 


L’AFFAIRE ROBERTS 

The circumstances surrounding |’affaire 
Roberts would indicate the truth of the old 
adage that almost anything can happen when 
an irresistible object meets an immovable be- 
ing. But further than that, it would indicate 
that it is high time more than one Washington 
figure came back to earth. 

There is little to be said for either side in 
the refusal of the senate to confirm the nomi- 
nation of Judge Roberts to the western Vir- 
ginia federal bench. There is little difference 
between presidential pique and senatorial pique, 
both of which are present in large amounts in 
the clash over the comparatively insignificant 
case of a federal judge. There is little differ- 
ence in presidential patronage largess and sen- 
atorial patronage perogatives. Both are aimed 
to one goal: control. It is a shameful com- 
mentary on the workings of the American 
democracy that this has remained true to such 
a large extent, but, being true, it is difficult if 
not impossible to determine a difference be- 
tween the dispensers. 

Senators Glass and Byrd, having attacked 
the President in what they thought good cause, 
find the President deaf to their suggestions for 
the filling of a federal post and determined to 
push through his own selection. The senators 
force rejection. That this creates even more 
enmity and dissension there is no considera- 
tion, either on the part of the President or that 
of the senators. In the midst of the most seri- 
ous problems this country has ever faced, three 
men and their associates of high and low es- 
tate descend to childish by-play over a $10,000 
a year post in the federal judiciary. , 

At a time when intelligent teamplay is need- 
ed more than ever before—at a time Mr. Roose- 
velt has himself termed the most serious ever 
entered by a democracy—the nation finds the 
President driving a power play at center and 
the rest of the team executing an off-tackle 
Slice. The slice was perfect, except that the ball 
went into the center of the line, whore all the 
power was on the side of the opponents. The 
team got nowhere. 

Democracy is essentially a compromise be- 
tween forces. It is time that all concerned re- 
membered that bull-headed tactics will result in 
nothing but delay and dissension. 

The Fuehrer’s little talk to the Reichstag 
makes his dream quite clear. It is the late 
Huey’s Share-the-Wealth shakedown on an in- 
ternational basis.

PROBLEM TACKLER WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—At one of his 
early meetings with the Business Ad- 


visory Council, Harry L. Hopkins made an -odd little speech. He 
began by warning the eager businessmen to keep his secret, and 
swearing that, if his words leaked out, he would deny them. And 
then, intimating that he had direct authorization from the White 
House, he announced that he proposed to try to settle the labor and 


utilities problems. 


Like his elevation to the secretaryship of commerce, the choice 
of Hopkins as a conspicuous trouble-shooter was partly motivated 
by the White House’s rather faint hope of building him up for 1940. 
Unfortunately, Hopkins has already been shorn of part of his pro- 
spective glory. The Tennessee Valley Authority has made a deal 
with the Commonwealth and Southern to buy-its valley plants and 
power lines for $78,600,000. The deal removes the last real sore 
spot, and the utilities problem has thus been settled before Hop- 


kins could intervene. 


He and the President have discussed the business-government re- 
lationship in great detail. Hopkins may perhaps have urged the 
importance of a utilities settlement, but that is about all the part 
he can have played. For the rest, when the President put the Idaho 
lame-duck, Senator James P. Pope, on the TVA board, he told him 
very emphatically that the TVA’s dispute with Commonwealth and 
Southern had met with its final reverse in the supreme court, which 
no doubt softened the mood of Wendell L. Willkie, its president. 
And so, when the TVA negotiators ended a long course of haggling 
by making Willkie a fairly reasonable offer, he accepted on the spot. 


THE HARDER PRIZE For Hopkins’ sake, it’s too bad that the 


utilities problem has been settled so 
fast, for it will be far harder for him to win a peacemaker’s olive 
wreath in the labor field. His estimable colleague, Secretary of 
Labor Frances Perkins, has been trying to reconcile the AFL and 


the CIO for several years.

tive as the efforts of a nervous school marm to persuade two angry, 


overgrown charges to “stop fighting and be real friends.”

Comstock piece in Harper’s call- 
ed “The Social Security Reserve 
Swindle” from which it would ap- 
pear that this country’s only hope 
lies in the possibility of his being 
wrong. Iie gives little comfort on 
that score, for he is one of those 
tip-of-the-tongue, I’m-glad-you- 
asked-me writers who can carry 
in. his head a string of figures as 
long as the score-by-innings, and 
he never steps back. He is an eco- 
nomic Anthony Comstock, forever 
on the prowl for obscenity in the 
field of his interest and yelling, 
“Officer, arrest that man!” He can 
fuss big. 

John is saying that, in the first 
place, a government insurance 
plan needs no great reserve be- 
cause a government can put the 
bite on the citizens for the neces- 
sary money as it goes along. If it 
puts a great big lump into dead 
storage that is not so good, because 
the money ought to be on the loose 
among the people, buying shoes for 
the baby and all like that. If it in- 
vests in property or industry, then 
pretty soon private industry is 
paying taxes to finance cut-throat 
rivals in which the government is 
a partner. And if it invests the 
money in its own bonds at three 
per cent and spends both principal 
and interest for current expenses 
the money is gone and the bonds 
are strictly Peruvian.

: ; ey are doing 
Gives I. O. U. 8 with the re- 
serve. Employe and employer pay 
their money into a kitty, but in- 
stead of saving it for them the 
Treasury grabs it as fast as it 
comes in, dropping in its I. O. U.’s, 
and spends it off on quodé@ies and 
rest cures for tired cabineteers, It 
pays the reserve three per cent on 
these touches, but that interest 
money, too, is then lifted out and

“All the time,” says John, “the 
government will pay interest on 
the reserve. To pay this interest 
it will have to impose additional 
taxes. By 1942 it will have to raise 
taxes for interest of $84,000,000.

John calls this a fraud because 
the people were given to believe 
that the benefits would be paid 
out of the tax on the pay roll and 
wage of American industry and 
labor. They didn’t understand 
they would be double-taxed to 
provide spending money for the 
government, and he puts the fin- 
ger on this reserve thing as an in- 
ternational gyp never intended as 
a reserve et all but as a sucker to 
which the Treasury might peddle 
vast quantities of bonds which 
there is no intention to redeem.

GOOD MORNING

WILSON OF WOOLWICH. 
Dispatches from London an- 


nounce the death of the Rev. John 
Wilson, pastor of Bethlehem Bap- 
tist chapel, Woolrich, England. 
The death of a village preacher 
would scarcely make international 
news unless there were something 
very extraordinary about the man, 
and that is just the case in Wil- 
son of Woolwich. He didn’t kill 
aman. He didn’t jump in the 
river. He didn’t bite a dog. None 
of that sort of thing for Wilson 
of Woolwich. 

Here is the story: John Wilson, 
at the age of 22, in the year 1887, 
accepted this pastorate. He lived 
what he preached. He lived in 
Woolwich and preached in the 
same meeting house 62 years, dy- 
ing a fortnite ago at the ripe age 
of 84 years. His name had come 
to be as widely known in Eng- 
land as any preacher who has 
lived in the Isle—Wilson of Wool- 
wich was as well known as ever 
Robertson of Brighton or Spur- 
geon of London. 

Graduating from Spurgeon’s 
College, John Wilson went imme- 
diately to Woolwich. There he 
preached his first sermon on “The 
Good News of the Son of God” 
in August, 1887. And he preached 
that sort of Gospel 62 years in 
the same church in the same vil- 
lage. Generations grew into joy- 
ous knowledge of the love of God 
under this great preacher’s min- 
istry. The tides of humanity 
ebbed and flowed, evenas the riv- 
er near by, but day in and day 
out, Wilson of Woolwich preached 
the Gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the same yesterday, today 
and forever. 

Often besought by larger 
churches and larger cities, Wil- 
son remained in Woolwich, even 
as did Charles Kingsley remain 
at Eversley. And whilst John Wil- 
son was content to be the pastor 
of the little flock at Woolwich, 
his parish actually reached out to 
include’ a great community of 
folks of every faith and no faith. 
He visited in their homes. He 
prayed with their sick. He shared 
their burdens and their joys. He 
loved them, and they loved him. 
He pointed them to God, and 
countless souls were lead by the 
good shepherd of Woolwich to 
know the Good Shepherd of all 
trusting hearts. 

Once when I was in London, 
I asked a newspaper friend to 
tell me where I should worship 
the next Lord’s Day. “If you 
want to see and hear the best- 
loved minister in these parts,” he 
answered, “get up early and go to 
Woolwich. Just ask them where 
John Wilson’s church is. They'll 
say, ‘Come along.’ You follow 
them, and presently you'll be in 
‘Bethlehem chapel where Wilson 
of Woolwick preaches the Gospel 
he lives.” I did, thanks to my 
London friend. And so I can read-

THE SHADOWS ARRIVE (If ever there was confirmation af 

| the old adage—“Coming events 
cast their shadows before”—it may be found in the congress of the 
United States. 

The events of last autumn in the various primaries and those of 
the elections in late autumn, cast shadows which are a sub- 
ar today. This not‘only is true in congress, but in state legis- 

es. j 

In congress the President finds himself in an unfortunate fight 
over patronage. The senate has refused to confirm a federal court 
appointee. The President, who always has been willing to fight 
stubbornly for any of his issues, was not at all politic in his reply. 
His anger showed through on the reply to the statement issued after 
the private hearing on armaments. 

He is a very able politician. Yet it appears he is making the 
mistake of being made to show his anger at a time when the party 
needs less anger and more co-operative efforts if it is to survive. 

The conservatives are in a fighting mood. That conservative 
strength was sure to make a different congress was assured by the 
southern primaries and the national elections of last fall. The 
President stubbornly refuses to compromise on even the minor 
issues. That is admirable but it is not good politics in the true 
sense of the word. Men have conflicting opinions and they are, more 
often than not, sincere ones. Politics should work out a compro- 
mise. _It will be most unfortunate if congress and the Democratic 
majority are thrown into a turmoil of dissension over matters as 
unimportant as a $10,000-a-year federal judgeship. | 
A PARTY ‘SPLIT The late Teddy Roosevelt had enough of the 

stubborn Dutch ancestry in him to break up 
the Republican party when he could not work his will. There is 
no doubt at all but that Mr. Franklin Roosevelt would as surely 
split the Democratic party if it does not follow his leadership. 

This factor is, I suspect, what keeps down the avowed party 
leaders. They are waiting for the time to come when it will be 
possible to decide just how much strength Mr. Roosevelt has and 
how far the people generally will follow. The political leaders can 
remain silent on the federal judgeship controversy. It really is 
nothing more than a straw indicating which way tempers are blow- 
ing in the political winds. 

_ The leaders are looking toward 1940 and they weigh everything 
which occurs in the scales of 1940. 

What they most would like to know is how far-reaching is the 
discontent with WPA and other agencies. They will not have any 
real relief pressure for at least two more months. Discontent is a 
political ally or a political liability. The real politician must know 
how to use it. 

THE PATRONAGE ROWS Patronage is an integral and im- 

portant part of democratic set-up 
such as we have. We do not have the English system of civil service. 
_ The President really is reaping some of the gale he started blow- 
ing last fall. He very deliberately withheld patronage from the 
leaders in the states which disagreed with his ideas on the “purge” 
of last summer and fall. He must have known there would be a 
flare-back and that the senate would, where it could, take its re- 
venge. Mr. Roosevelt is not on solid ground when he denounces 
the senate for doing exactly what he himself did in the months gone 
by. The events of last fall cast these very shadows to the point 
they occupy today. 

The matter of patronage has not been well handled. Even the 
most avid New Dealers have not been satisfied. 

DISCONTENT IS EVIDENT There is discontent in many 

quarters. The administration 
has done nothing toward solving the problem of unemployment. 
Hence, even thousands of those who have been on relief are dis- 
contented and hostile to the administration. Many thousands of 
those who otherwise have benefited are not at all satisfied with the 
administration. Add to those the people in business who believe 
they have been given unjust treatment and the number mounts 
substantially. Add to them the host which is dissatisfied with social 
legislation and one immediately can see why the Republican party 
is becoming hopeful about 1940. 

The New Deal has done so many magnificent things it would be 
most unfortunate if the final two years were to be brawling years 
of discontent. There is nothing heinous about conservatism. There 
has been an effort made to have conservatism rhyme with reac- 
tionism. They cannot be the same. In fact, had there been more 
conservative steps taken in many of the administration’s legislative 
efforts, there would be less opposition and there would have been 
fewer mistakes. 

It is plain stubbornness to refuse to admit there is discontent and 
groungs for it. The idea should be to remove those grounds and 
not stubbornly to ignore them. 

There is evident in some state legislatures the same feeling of 
uncertainty and lack of harmony. It is not a time for hurried and 
angry statements but for an honest effort to find the proper answer. 
The state legislature of Georgia will be most unwise if it attempts 
.to settle problems with pique, anger and lack of consideration.

Faster Unless You Speed

The mental attitude of America is that of despair and acceptance 
of defeat. Once we cried: “Let’s go!” Now we say: “It can’t be 
helped.” 

Read the speeches of congressmen and other officials, both Re- 
publicans and Democrats, and you will find that all of them accept 
the same idea. Some complain of the way relief is handled, but all 
agree that we have “a permanent mass of able-bodied unemployed.” 

They do not explain the situation. They merely note that the 
number of unemployed has changed little since 1932 and therefore 
assume that it will not change—that, for some mysterious reason, 
we shall always have ten or twelve million of jobless men. 

That is defeatism, as un-American as boot-licking. 

No matter how the situation developed, it is a challenge to our 
efficiency and good sense; and the intelligent, courageous and typi- 
cally American thing to do is to tackle and conquer it. 

To begin with, we have two fundamental and generally recog- 
nized facts which informed people of all parties seem to agree upon. 

The first is that business and industry have not maintained nor- 
mal expansion and replacement. 

Though the banks are stuffed with idle billions awaiting safe 
and profitable investment, mills are using old and obsolete equip- 
ment; utilities stand still for want of new installations; railroads 
are suffering for want of new locomotives, repairs and new cars. 
(War would find us crippled, as usual, for we could not move sup- 
plies. The roads need 700,000 new cars to replace the ones worn 
out since the last war. Trucks move only a fraction of our freight.) 

If every business and industry could make the repairs, replace- 
ments and new installations: it needs and desires, there would be 
jobs for more trained men than we have available. 

The second fact is that business must and does support all work- 
ers, whether they are employed or idle. If they are employed, it 
supports them by means of wages; if they are not employed, it pays 
the taxes to support them in idleness. 

Since business, which includes all gainful activities, pays the 
taxes to support the government; pays the taxes to support the idle; 
and pays wages to support the employed, it should be fairly obvious 
that the first step in solving our problem is to make business more 
prosperous. 

We need not confuse the issue by talking politics, social justice 
and reform. The best politics, the best social justice and the best 
reform is prosperity. Most of our social and economic problems 
disappear when everybody is busy making money. 

Our job is to give business every possible encouragement; re- 
move every obstruction and hindrance that now holds it back, and 
provide more money for all of us by making more:to divide. It can 
be done, for it has been done with less equipment. All we need 
is the old let’s-go spirit and a commonsense willingness to co- 


operate in doing what is best for all of us.

CLOSED OFFICIALLY 


Chief Reports Police Were 
Not Negligent and Mayor 
Is ‘Satisfied.’ 


Downtown raids of the Ku Klux 


three allegedly “staged” kidnap- 
ings on prominent street corners, 
became officially closed incidents 
yesterday. 

Police Chief Hornsby reported 
to Mayor Hartsfield his officers 
hadn’t been negligent in any way 
in failing to halt the demonstra- 
tions, which terrified hundreds of 


onlookers—and the mayor an- 
nounced he was “satisfied.” 

Measures were pending in the 
legislature and city council, how- 
ever, outlawing the use of any 
disguises, and Hiram W. Evans, 
imperial wizard of the hooded or- 
der, had announced that all Klan 
regalia had been “called in” and 
would be issued in the future only 
for legal purposes. 

The Constitution was asked by 
F. W. Rose, of 139 Baker street, 
N. W., to make clear that he did 
not participate in the demonstra- 
tion. 

Mr. Rose was one of the wit- 
nesses to the Klan initiation ‘in 
Grant park, which followed the 
downtown activities, and was in- 
terviewed by detectives in estab- 
lishing what had occurred. 

He had gone to a dairy near 
Courtland and Ellis streets to pur- 
chase cream, had seen a group of 
the hooded figures there and had 
heard mention of the initiation in 
the park. 

“They left in a few minutes,” 
said Mr. Rose, “and very shortly 
I got in my car and went out 
there to see what was happening. 
After staying there probably three 
minutes I got in my car and re- 
turned to town.”

As a result of these exemptions, 
you can go out on almost any lit- 
tle road in Georgia and see new 
homes being built, with. prattling 
children tugging at the skirts of 
happy wives, clustered about 
glowing firesides. 

With these exemptions we took 
off of the people of this state ap- 
proximately six and a half million 
dollars of taxes, and we took it 
off of the people least able to pay 
taxes, and we took it off of those 
things the people should be most 
encouraged to acquire and own— 
their homes. 

It ore courage and intelligence 
for the last assembly to exempt 
the homes and household furnish- 
ings of our people from taxation, 
and it took courage and intelli- 
gence for them to transfer the one 
and a quarter million dollars bur- 
den to the intangible taxpayers 
from the tangible taxpayers. Sure- 
ly we will have the courage to 
finish the job. 

From the _ state government 
standpoint, we now have two 
further major inequities to strike 
down. One is the oppressive ad 
valorem tax burden and the other 
is the nuisance taxes. 

Ad Valorem Tax. 

To my mind, the present ad va- | 
lorem tax in Georgia is the most | 
inequitable of all taxes on our 
statute books or advocated by 
anyone to be put on our statute 
books. The reasons I say this is, 
that despite our efforts at equali- 
zation, there is: 

1. No equality in assessments 
of property. A person with a 
piece of property actually worth 
say $5,000 will have that prop- 
erty assessed for varying figures 
—from $500 to $7,500—according 
to the county, school district or 
municipality in which it is located 
(any other figure of value will be) 
proportionately as variable); and, | 
in many cases, according to the! 
political setup in which the tax- | 
payer finds himself. 

2. Not only is there a vast range | 
of inequality in assessments, but | 
there is no uniformity of the rate 
of taxation as between the citizens | 


ing to hold our collection costs 
down to 1% on other state taxes, 
yet it costs us 4% to colléct our 
state ad valorem tax. 

7. The ad valorem tax is further 
vicious because it falls due in a 
lump sum in the fall of the year 
when many other annual bills are 
due and payable. 

Coming due it this time, it 
forces farmers to dispose of their 
cotton and other crops in order to 


meet their taxes, and helps de-| , 
'r tion, 
‘in Indiana we faced when I came 


prive them of an opportunity to 
await a more favorable time to sell 
their products the following spring 
when prices are usually higher. It 
helps to force the products of the 
farmer into the hands of the mid- 
dleman and speculator, who reaps 
the spring gains rather than the 
farmer. 

As against any other tax pro- 
posed by anyone, if this assembly 
and this administration faced the 
decision of choosing to enact the 
ad valorem tax or some one of 
these others proposed, we would 
reject the ad valorem tax as the 
most vicious of the lot. 

Georgia is primarily an agricul- 
tural state. We are ambitious to 
industrialize along certain lines, 
and we believe we will finally 
come to a point of more nearly a 
balance between agriculture and 
industry but never in the fondest 
anticipation of those who hope to 
industrialize our state will we ever 
reach the point where Georgia will 
not still be primarily an agricul- 
tural state, This, being true, the 
ad valorem tax levied on farm 
lands and naval stores lands is the 
most burdensome tax possible and 
the greatest handicap to the pros- 
perity and progress of our farmers 
upon whom we are basically de- 
pendent economically. 
TAXPAYER COULD LOOK 
FOR LOCAL ECCNOMIES 

While this. administration has 
gone one great step towards re- 
lieving the injustices of the ad 
valorem tax system through home 
and household exemptions, we still 
have to relieve the inequities and 
injustices of the ad valorem sys- 
tem as applied to other real estate 
than homes. 

While the state ad valorem tax 
is the smallest part of the burden 


of ad valorem taxation, at the 
same time, the state five mills is 
$5 per $1,000 worth of property, 
and the relief to real estate holders 
of $5 per $1,000 would be a sub- 
stantial relief to them. 

If the state should abandon the 
ad valorem field to the local sub- 
divisions, the ad valorem taxpayer 
then could look strictly to his local 
officials for such economies as 
should be effected, 

. While I realize that we cannot 
take off the state ad valorem tax 
unless some tax is substituted for 


these nuisance taxes.. In my opin<~ 
ion a retail sales tax law of 3 per 
cent, if there are no exemptions, 
and of 4 per cent if we grant ex- 
emptions on certain commodities, 
will do the same job. 


I have been greatly impressed 
with the experience of the state of 
Indiana in the operation of the 
gross income tax law. Governor 
Paul McNutt has been conceded 
to be one of the ablest governors 
in office in recent years in the 
He faced the same thing 


into office as Governor of Geor- 
gia during. my first administra- 
tion. As a result of exhaustive tax 
studies, he and his assembly de- 
cided upon the gross income tax 
law. I made speeches for the na- 
tional Democratic ticket in Indi- 
ana in 1936. At that time the Re- 
publicans of that state were at- 
tacking Governor McNutt’s gross 
income tax law. The Republicans 
were defeated. I went back to 
Indiana, at the invitation of the 
party officials last year, to make 
speeches for certain Democratic 
congressional candidates in «that 
state. I found that the Republi- 
cans had retired from their posi- 
tion of opposition to the gross in- 
come tax and were carrying in 
their campaign literature a pledge 
not to repeal the tax. Indiana has 
approximately the same popula- 
tion as Georgia—I would say less 
than a quarter of a million peo-’ 
ple difference. It has about the 
same proportionate balance be- 
tween agriculture and industry as 
Georgia. It has a higher per cap- 
ita income than Georgia. 
ADMINISTRATION COST 

IS 3 PER CENT 


The cost of administering the 
gross income tax in Indiana is ap- 
proximately 3 per cent. They are 
decreasing their administrative 
costs each year as they get it func- 
tioning more smoothly. 

In the consideration of a gross | 
income tax law we are. usually 
confronted with three objections. 
The first, and most vigorous, is 
that the busihessman pays taxes | 
regardless of whether or not he is 
making a profit. There are many 
answers given to this objection. As 
just shown, real estate is bearing | 
a disproportionate part of the 
taxes in this state and has been 
for many years, without any con- 
sideration as to whether it is held | 
at a profit or a loss, whether it | 
makes a fair return or no return | 
at all, ani regardless of whether | 
or not the taxpayer earned.any in- | 
come in the year’in which the tax | 
was assessed or whether or not he 
lost money.

Everyone recognizes that there 
are two fundamental essentials to 
a just tax system; equality of as- 
sessment and equality of rate. The 
present ad valorem tax system 
would be equivalent to charging 
the people in one county a sales 
tax on everything they sold at a 
rate of say 20%, while charging 
people in another county a sales 
tax on only part of what they sold 
at say 1%.

be paid proportionately in larger 
amounts from the larger counties. 

I realize that there is the further 
objection to taking off the state ad 
valoreum, that out-of-state prop- 
erty holders would benefit, with- 
out paying correspondingly their 
part of the substitute tax. Never- 
theless, I believe that the local au- 
thorities would reconcile this ad- 
vantage to the out-of-state prop- 
erty holders through adjustments 
in assessments on their property. 
Then, too, should the gross income 
tax be adopted, as I will discuss 
with you later in this message, it 
would partially meet this situa- 
tion because non-resident people 
owning property, or doing busi- 
ness, in the state would have to 
pay the gross income tax. 

Be it remembered further that 
no perfect system of taxation has 
ever been devised. The best we 
can do is to adopt’a system that 
does the least injustice, that is the 
least painful, and that meets the 
needs. We certainly should aban- 
don a system that is most vicious 
and most harmful, 

We will, of course, have to re- 
tain the right to levy ad valorem 
tax by the state to the extent of 
$100,000 per year to protect out- 
standing state bonds. This, how- 
ever, would be only a small frac- 
tion of one mill. 

Nuisance Taxes. 


In addition to the obsolete ad 
valorem tax, we have about 200 
nuisance taxes that are expensive 
to collect, and are exasperating to 
the taxpayer to pay, which have 
accumulated in a hodgepodge stop- 
gap fashion to meet the growing 
needs for revenue and the declin- 
ing values of ad valorem prop- 
erty because they fell within the 
line of least resistance and post- 
poned the inevitable day of tax 
sr pyeg These ought to be taken 
off, 


The cost of collection of these 
taxes runs approximately 12 per 
cent, which is 11 per cent higher 
than the goal set by the assembly 
to collect taxes. 

I further recommend that we 
take off these approximately 200 
nuisance - taxes. 

However, the provision taking 
off these taxes should be carried 
in whatever substitute tax system 
we adopt, because we cannot take 
them off until we adopt some- 
thing in their place. I think they 
should be taken off in the same 
bill simultaneously with the tax 
we put on as a substitute. 

In my opinion one of two forms 
of taxation must be substituted if 
we are to take off the state ad 
valorem and these nuisance taxes 
and meet the losses in revenue by 
reason of taking off the tax on 
homes and household goods and 
other reductions given during this 
administration, and pay the appro- 
priations bill in full. These two 
alternate forms that would enable 
us to take off these taxes and pay 
the appropriations bill in full are 
either the gross income tax or a 
retail sales tax. 

In my judgment a 1 per cent

The plea of no profits in busi- 
ness can be, and often is, not be- 
cause of taxes but because of 
pricecutting, unfair competition, 
inefficient or high-powered book- 
keeping, poor business methods, 
and unwise management. The 
businessman should take into con- 
sideration in the operation of his 
business his overhead cost, includ- 
ing rents, fuel, help, tax, and a 
number of items that go into the 
expense of operation of any busi- 
ness. The expense of such opera- 
tion, especially in the case of the 
successful businessman, is passed 
on to the purchaser, and under 
the gross income tax law, as pro- 
posed, the amount of taxes paid 
could just as readily be charged 
in as an item of expense. If the 
businessman realizes that he has 
an additional item of legitimate 
expense which he must pay, in 
most cases he will invesctigate the 
affairs of his business in order 
that he may determine whether 
the payment of such expense will 
probably result in a profit or a 
loss under his present method of 
operation, and adjust his opera- 
tion accordingly. 

BUSINESS INCREASE 
EFFICIENCY FORESEEN 


When a man engages in busi- 
ness he does so with the assurance 
that his rights will be protected 
by government, and his activity 
puts a burden on government for 
which he should pay. It is hardly 
logical to exempt him because his 
business did not yield a net profit 
during any given period. In this 
new economic era of bitter, and 
often unintelligent competition— 
successful businesses should be 
the first to question the right of 
government to exempt their un- 
successful competitors from pay- 
ing their share of governmental 
costs. Certainly, if the unsuccess- 
ful are exempted, the successful 
businesses must not only pay 
their own share but their unsuc- 
cessful competitors’ share also. 

It could easily be argued that 
the imposition of a gross income 
tax in place of handicapping the 
av. age business man, will in- 
crease his efficiency. 

The second objection usually 
urged is that it would drive people 
into bankruptcy and reduce the 
number of businesses; let’s see: 
In 1937, Indiana with a gross in- 
come tax law had 526 bank- 
ruptcies; Kentucky with no gross 
income tax had 959; Michigan with 
no gross income tax had 2,587; 
Illinois with no gross income tax 
had 4,071, and Ohio with no gross 
income tax had 7,338. Should the 
argument be advanced that there 
has been a disproportionate reduc- 
tion in the number of businesses 
in the state since the enactment 
of Indiana’s gross income tax law 
in 1933, again we say that the fig- 
ures are quite to the contrary. In 
1933 there were 58,361 licensed 
businesses in Indiana, while in 
1937 the number had increased to 
73,482. None of the states men- 
tioned could show a like increase 
in the number of businesses. 

The third objection usually 
urged is that a gross income tax 
law would drive local manufac- 
turers and wholesalers out of 
business, because they could not 
compete with outside manufactur- 
ers or wholesalers in selling out- 
side of the state. This is not cor- 
rect. The Georgia manufacturer 
and the Georgia wholesaler could | 
only be required to pay the tax 
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on products sold. in .Georgia; on 
goods and commodities shipped out 
of the state there would be no 
tax. 


AGRICULTURE, LABOR 
PRACTICALLY EXEMPTED 
What will be its effect and its 
operation as applied to the citizen 
or resident of the state not en- 
gaged in business, but coming, 
within the salary class? Here it 
is based on one of the fairest of 
all principles of taxation, the 
ability to pay. With its exemp- 
tion of $100 per month, agriculture 
and labor will be practically 
exempted. The pérson earning a 
salary of $3,000 per year, with the 
deduction of $100 per month, 
would pay a tax of $1.50 per 
month, or $18 per year, and it 
will be noted that. when the per- 
son selling services, the profes- 


sional man, the doctor, the lawyer, 
the electrician, the bookkeeper, 
the clerk, the stenographer. ceases 
to earn above thé exemption or 
earning power ceases in its en- 
tirety, the pay-nent of the tax like- 
wise ceases. The. exemption af- 
forded the. low income group of 
this state under a gross income 
tax measure would exempt from 
additional taxes the vast majority 
of our population which are in 
their present financial status un- 
able to pay additional taxes. Not- 
withstanding this exemption, how- 
ever, by reason of the fact that it 
is based on income rather than 
outgo, and thus reaches salaries 
beyond the exempted class, a 1 
per cent gross income tax should 
equal in revenue a 3 per cent gen- 
eral sales tax, or 4 per cent se- 
lected sales tax. 
The average income to Georgia 
citizens is $297 per year.. The 
average farm income is much low- 
er than this; consequently, to re- 
lieve agriculture of part of its 


| burden by a-reduction in ad va- 


lorem taxes which would not. be 
replaced under the gross income 
tax law by reason of its exemp- 
tion, is desirable if in this age of 


mass production, and consequently | 


lowered prices, the average Geor- 
gia farmer is to ever become self- 
sustaining and independent of sub- 
sidies paid by the federal govern- 
ment. 

The government independent of 


' business did not build ‘this great 
country of the United States; ’ 


neither did business’ independent 
of .government build this country. 
We are familiar with some of the 
experiences of our government in 
its early stages. The continental 
congress under the articles of con- 
federation was not given the 
power to tax and not until such 
congress was granted this right 
by the colonies was our govern- 
ment able to do anything construc- 
ti-e and build the foundation upon 
which our country stands today. 

At its inception in this country 
the. power to tax was not the 
power to destroy, but the power 
to build, and, if we are to con- 
tinue in our program to develop 
and improve our state and equal- 
ize the opportunities for the 
young, for the old, for the sick 
and afflicted, we must exercise 
judiciously the power to tax. The 
program for the advancement of 
this state has not only had the ap- 
proval of the voters, but it was 
concurred in by the last session 
of the general assembly when ap- 
propriations were made to carry 


out the expressed will of the peo- | 


ple. But the appropriations made 
have not been met; the last as- 
sembly took off taxes without 
adequately replacing them; the 
current income will not meet 
these appropriations. 
WOULD RELEASE 
TAX RESERVES 

A revenue measure providing 
for monthly payments of tax will 
release funds set aside as tax re- 
serves by business, and the effi- 
ciency of our state government 
should be increased by reason of 
the funds collected under a gross 
income tax law, since payment 
would be made into the treasury 
every thirty days. Of course, the 
same is true of other transaction 
taxes. This will make it possible 
for a more definite determination 
of budgetary requirements, which 
was not possible by the 1937 gen- 
eral assembly at the time of the 
passage of the appropriation bill. 
It will further eliminate any necés- 
sity of borrowing against antici- 
pated revenue; will forever elim- 
inate the expense of borrowing, 
and to all intents and purposes put 
our state government on a pay as 
you go basis. This, of course, can 
only happen if the measure you 
enact is sufficient to pay the ap- 
propriations made. 

Sales Tax 


The alternative to a gross in- 
come tax to enable us to make up 
for the taxes taken off through 
exemptions and other reductions, 
and to enable us to take off the 
state ad valorem tax and the state 
nuisance taxes, and to enable us to 
meet the present appropriations 
bill, is a sales tax. 

Most of the states have turned 
to a sales tax, in some form or 
other, to meet the increased de- 
mands of education, health and 
social] security, and to get relief 
from burdensome ad valorem taxes 
and nuisance taxes. Of the south- 
eastern scates, Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana, Arkansas, Alabama _ and 
North Carolina already have sales 
taxes. The Mississippi tax is a 
combination sales and gross re- 
ceipts tax. Florida has a form of 
gross receipts tax. South Carolina 
and Tennessee admittedly must 
soon turn to a sales or gross re- 
eceipts tax. Some of these states 
have at first exempted certain sta- 
ple commodities, but the trend is 
to eliminate these exemptions. The 
Alabama legislature, now in ses- 
sion, has found it wise to eliminate 
them. Not only in the southeast, 
but throughout the country, sales 
taxes are being adopted. The state 
of Michigan abandoned its ad val- 
orem tax in its entirety in 1935 
and relies upon a 3% sales tax. 
The cost of administration in 
Michigan is approximately 114%. 
North Carolina has abandoned its 
state ad valorem tax entirely, and 
has a 3% sales tax instead. The 
cost of administering the sales tax 
in North Carolina is slightly less 
than 2%. In Louisiana the cost of 


administration: is slightly” tess ‘than 


3%. The cost of administration of 
the sales tax in Ohio is 3%%. 


LAWS SAY SELLER 
MUST PASS TAX ON 

Most of these sales tax laws 
carry a provision that the seller 
cannot absorb the tax and cannot 
advertise that he will absorb the 
tax, but must pass it on. Most of 
the states carry a “use” tax, at the 
same rate against property brought 
into the state for use, consumption, 
distribution or storage. 

Exemptions are usually granted 
to the sale of newspapers to con- 
sumers, and the sale-of agricul- 
tural commodities, including live- 
stock, poultry and other farm 
products sold direct from the farm 
to the processor or the consumer, 
as well as the sale of fertilizers to 
the farmers. Some of the states

to the state stores system. A com- 
bination selected from among 
these taxes, at substantial rates, 
would balance our budget, but 
could hardly be made to yield 
enough to take off the state ad 
valorem and nuisance taxes in 
addition to meeting the state ap- 
propriations. 

The arguments usually used as 
to some of these special taxes is 
that they are taxes upon non- 
essentials or luxuries; and, as to 


others of them, that they are taxes | 


upon certain groups that can the 
better afford to pay taxes. The 
arguments against these special 
taxes are that the same groups, or 
commodities, sought to be specially 
taxed would have to pay their pro- 
| portionate share under a gross in- 
come or sales tax, and that it is 
neither right nor sound to impose 
special taxes on special groups. 
That these taxes would be addi- 
tional taxes and not substitute 
taxes as they would not bring in 
enough revenue to enable the tak- 
ing off of the state ad valorem and 
pest taxes. 

Frankly, my feeling in the mat- 
ter—as between the three alterna- 
tives I have outlined—is, 

(1) a preference for the gross 
income tax under the conditions 
mentioned;

Death of Former Chief .of 
Tokyo General Staff 
Hastened by Work. 


TOKYO, Feb. 9.—(?)—Admiral 
Kanji Kato, 69, one of Japan’s 
greatest naval experts, died teday 
at his seaside villa near Atami. 

Admiral Kato’s death was due to 
a cerebral hemorrhage after a four 
days’ illness. 

A former chief of the naval gen- 
eral staff, Admiral Kato attended 
the Washington naval conference 
of 1921, heading Japan’s technical 
delegation. He bitterly opposed 
British and American proposals 
to scrap capital ships and urged 
withdrawal of the Japanese dele- 
gation. 

Eight years later he opposed 
Japan’s participation in the Lon- 
don conference, but Premier Ha- 
maguchi overruled him. Admiral 
Kato went to the imperial palace 
and pleaded personally with Em- 
peror Hirohito, but he failed to 
win his point. 

It was reported the admiral’s 
death was hastened by his work 
on*a monumental analysis of 
Japan’s naval position, which he 
had been writing for several years.

BOURG-Madame, France, (at 
the Spanish Frontier), Feb. 8.—(P) 
More than 1,000 persons were said 
by Spanish government authorities 
to have been killed. or wounded 
today when. four Insurgent war- 
planes bombed and machine-gun- 
ned the refugee-congested town of 
Puigcerda. 

Puigcerdalies just within Spain, 
across the border from Bourg- 
Madame and about 60 miles inland 
from the Mediterranean. It is one 
of the border gateway towns of 
Catalonia. 

The late afternoon attack lasted 
nearly a half-hour. Most of’ the 
bombs fell around the railway sta- 
tion where refugees from Cata- 
lonia were packed, awaiting trans- 
portation into France. 

There were an estimated 15,000 
refugees in Puigcerda this morn- 
ing. The normal pre-war popula- 
tion was 2,500. 

One of the attacking planes 
passed over French territory. 
French anti-aircraft — batteries 
blazed away at the trespasser. The 
plane was not hit and it flew back 
across the border.

PARIS, Feb. 8—((4))—A  Brit- 
ish-French plan to get Germany 
and Italy out of Spain by counter- 
ing Nazi-Fascist wartime help with 
peacetime gold was reported by in- 
formed quarters today. 

Diplomatic circles said Britain 
and France had offered to finance 
reconstruction. of the war-torn 
country in return for a promise by 
Generalissimo Franco to eliminate 
German and Italian influence from 
a new Insurgent state.

Declares Atlantans Must 
Awaken to Importance . 
of Their City. 


Atlantans must wake up to the 
real importance of their city if 
they are to be effective in selling 
it to the outside world, Mayor 
Hartsfield told members of the 
Atlanta Advertising Club yester- 
day. 

“We need some new blood in 
our civic affairs,” the mayor said. 
“I think there is a loss of civic 
interest because so many of our 
people live Outside the city limits. 
Sometimes when I am called upon 
to appoint committees I find my- 
self restricted as to whom I can 
put on them.” 

Citing some of the advantages 
of Atlanta, he said it has low tax 
and water rates in comparison 
with other cities, that it is the 
third largest telegraph city in the 
world and that it has great possi- 
bilities as a tourist center. 

“Our Cyclorama is one of the 
greatest shows of its kind in the 
world and yet few of us appre- 
Clate it as we should,” he declared. 

He deplored the existing sys- 
tem of “complicated government 
and divided authority” and ex- 
pained that without the help of 
the Atlanta newspapers: he could 
accomplish nothing under such a 
form of government. 

“Division of authority. always 
breeds inaction in public officials 
but with the help of the newspa- 
pers you can go a long way in 
marshaling public opinion,” he 
said. 

The mayor cited the 25-mile- 
an-hour speed limit as an illus- 
tration of a progressive step taken 
first by other cities and adopted 
by Atlanta. 

“The future of America belongs 
in the south and I think it is up 
to us to be more active in selling 
Atlanta to those industries which 
are moving to this section of the 
country,” he asserted.

~ CAUGHT IN TEXAS 


Jack Green, Boasting He 


Led Gangs ‘Better Than 


Dillinger’s,’ Taken With- 
out Fight in a Box Car. 


The last of the quintet of long- 
term convicts liberated by Forrest 
Turner at the Cumming work 
camp January 3 was recaptured 


yesterday. 

So, a journey to Tattnall prison 
~—instead of Arizona and a new 
start in life—was in prospect for 
Jack Green, 4l-year-old fugitive, 
whose seizure in Houston, Texas, 
completed the round-up. 

Green, who told detectives there 
he once headed a gang “better 
than Dillinger’s,” was arrested in 
a@ box car on a railroad siding. 

He said he was on his way 
start a new career when the law 
closed in. 

No Surprise. 

Green’s capture in Texas came 
as no surprise to Georgia authori- 
ties. It was pointed out that when 
Augusta police and state highway 

atrolmen caught Turner and 

ryan Schwab near Augusta two 
weeks ago, they expected to find 
Green also. 

However, the arresting officers 
learned that Green had left the 
Turner gang about two weeks pre- 
Viously and that he was heading 
for the west, 

Green told Detective Captain M. 
M. Simpson, of Houston, he had 
escaped four times from Georgia 
prison camps, where he was serv- 
ing terms totaling 61 years. His 
crimes include bank robbery, car- 
rying firearms and two other rob- 
beries. 

In referring to the gang “better 
than Dillinger’s,” Green was quot- 
ed as saying, “I’m not trying to be 
boastful, I’m merely stating the 
facts.” 

Crimes Does Not Pay. 

Green appeared downcast and 
remorseful, declaring he had 
“come to believe that crime does 
not pay.” He spoke casually of 
“some good hauls,” however. 

Howard Gordon, assistant di- 
rector of the state penal system, 
told The Constitution by telephone 
last night that officers would be 
sent to Houston to return Green 
to Tattnall within a few days. 


Two others of the quintet re-| 


ceived sentences of 100 years Tues- 
day in Fulton superior court for a 
sensational drug store holdup on 
Highland avenue the night of Jan- 
uary 9. They are Ellis J. Vine and 
Charles Bryant. Schwab has con- 
fested to a robbery with arms. 
Turner will be tried on a capital 
charge in Augusta next Monday.

Exporters and others favoring a 
large amount of free cotton on the 
market had proposed this method 
for increasing world sales of 
American cotton. 

Smith said the secretary of state 
declined comment on suggestions 
‘that repeal or modification of two 
existing laws might increase cotton 
exports.

RUSSIANS REPORT 
IAPANESE CLASHES 


Nippon’s Border Forces Re- 
pulsed in Fighting Near 
Island 227. 


MOSCOW, Feb. 8.—(UP)—Fif- 
teen ‘Japanese and Manchukuo 
soldiers were killed or wounded 
in clashes with Soviet forces near 
Island 227 in the Argun river on 
February 6 and 7, it was an- 
nounced officially tonight. 

The Manchu-Japanese casual- 
ties included one officer. 

Soviet casualties were one dead 
and two wounded. 

The clashes followed an earlier 
battle last week in which both 
sides suffered casualties. 

A Soviet communique said that 
“Japanese forces attacked Island 
227 in the Argun river within So- 
viet territory,” and that in the 
first battle five Manchu-Japanese 
were killed or wounded. In the 
second clash “40 Manchu-Japa- 
nese attacked a Soviet patrol with 
machine guns and rifles. They 
were repulsed with 10 Japanese 
casualties, including one officer. 
Soviet losses were one dead and 
two wounded.” 

The battles were in the same 
territory on the Argun river 
northeast of Manchouli, near No- 
wotsurkhaitui, where the Japanese 
were driven from Island 229 on 
January 31. 

The Soviet charge d’affaires in 
Tokyo was instructed to lodge a 
“firm protest with the Japanese 
foreign office” calling attention to 
an earlier Soviet protest and 
warning Japan of “possible con- 
sequences,” 

The communique said that un- 
der the treaty of 1911 between 
Russia and China, Island 227 be- 
longs to Russia.

|PERKINS DEFENDS 
STAND ON ALIENS 


Upholds Administration of 
Immigration Laws in Fight- 
ing Impeachment. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(4)— 
Secretary Perkins defended her 
record of enforcement of immigra- 
tion laws today in a personal ap- 
pearance before the house judi- 
ciary committee. | 

Answering charges of negli+ 
gence contained in an impeach- 
ment resolution under considera- 
tion by the committee; the labor 


secretary said: 
“I feel confident that whether 


examined minutely or at large my 
record as secretary of labor will 
show a consistent purpose not 
merely to support the ideals of 
democracy, of. orderly govern- 
ment and of freedom, but a pur- 
pose to assure all persons subject 
to the government, whether citi- 
zen or alien, that those ideals are 
being carried forward in actual 
day-to-day practice. I have ap- 
plied this to my administration of 
the immigration law and the case 
in point.” 

The case in point apparently re- 
ferred to deportation proceedings 
involving Harry Bridges, westcoast 
CIO leader, and Joseph Strecker, 
former Communist of Hot Springs, 
Arkansas. 

The impeachment resolution, in- 
troduced by Representative Thom- 
as, Republican, New Jersey, ac- 
cused Miss Perkins, Gerard D. 
Reilly, Labor Department solicitor, 
and James L, Houghteling, immi- 
gration commissioner, of “high 
crimes and misdemeanors’ for al- 
leged failure to enforce the immi- 
gration laws against Bridges. 
Thomas contended that Bridges 
was an alien Communist and thus 
deportable. The Labor Department 
suspended proceedings until the 
supreme court decides whether 
Strecker shall be deported. 

Miss Perkins read a long state- 
ment to the committee, meeting in 
closed session. Discussing Com- 
munism, Miss Perkins declared she 
was not in accord with its prin- 
ciples. She said she found in its 
concepts the “negation of that in- 
dividual liberty” for which the 
United States must stand. 

The Communist party of the 
United States, meanwhile, inform- 
ed the supreme court that it did 
not believe in, advise, teach or ad- 
vocate the overthrow of the gov- 
ernment by force or violence. The 
statement was made in a brief op- 
posing the Labor Department’s or- 
der directing deportation of 
Strecker. The brief, filed by the 
party as.a friend of the court, dis- 
puted the government’s contention 
that membership in the organiza- 
tion subjected an alien to deporta- 
tion.

SINKING SHPSOS 
DIS INTO SILENCE 


Rescue Vessels Beat Way to 
British Freighter in 
Turbulent Seas. 


THOMASTON, Maine, Feb. 8. 
—(/P)—Conflicting radio advices 
tonight left the fate of the British 
freighter Maria de Larrinaga, the 
temporary secret of a tumbling 
north Atlantic. 

Mackay and Radiomarine opera- 
tors reported urgent calls for aid, 
advices that the vessel was “sink- 
ing,” then silence, as rescue ships, 
beating out repeated unanswered 
messages to the De Larrinaga, 
pounded to her assistance 1,200 
miles east of New York. 

But from the Canadian Trans- 
port Department’s radio branch at 
Halifax, N. S., came word that at 
7:30 p.m. (E. S. T.), 20 minutes 
after the rescue ships reported 
their last contact with the stricken 
vessel, the De Larringa radioed 
that a smashed bulkhead was 
holding and the sea decreasing. 

The Cunarder Aurania, the 
American Scantic liner Scanmail 
and the Holland-American ves- 
sel Veendam reported in messages 
intercepted by Mackay and Radio- 
marine that “nine or ten calls” to 
the ship had gone unanswered 
and that they last heard from her 
at 7:10 p. m. (E. S. T.) when she 
repeated an SOS several times, 
advised that a forward hatch was 
stove in and added she was sink- 
ing. 

Mackay operators said the si- 
lence might mean that the De 
Larrinaga no longer had power 
to transmit. 

Apparently, the Thomaston op- 
erator theorized, the freighter’s 
master was repeating his calls in 
the hope there might be some 
vessel closer to his 3,084-ton craft | 
than the three rescue ships. 

At 8 p. m. (E. S. T.) Mackay 
Radio in New York reported the 
| Scanmail only 80 miles from the 
British vessel. The Veendam had 
_ advised she expected to be at the 
De Larrinaga’s position tomorrow 
about 5 a. m.
